kalinity.of the system, so called. 
Thousands of persons are afraid to eat 
fruits because they say their systems 
are “too acid.” Others will not eat 
something elee because “it makes their 
system too alkaline.” Thousands will 
not eat some food because it makes too 
much acid in the stomach. Some are 
afraid for the teeth when the saliva is 
too acid. The domain of human thought, 
near thought, hopes, anxieties, and fears, 
emotions erroneously called thoughts, 44 
reeking with error, and the domain ef 
human practice is filled with contradic- 
tions because of lack of knowledge of 
the acidities and alkalinities of the hu- 
man body and its several elements. 

A of the trouble comes from the 
use of wrong instruments of measure- 
ment. The simplest of all these instru- 
ments is litmus paper. This paper is 
supposed to turn red when wet with an 
acid and to turn blue when wet with an 
alkali. Let us say a pergon wants to 
know whether his mouth is acid and, 
therefore, whether Kf® teeth are going te 
cave in pronto! He applies some of his 
saliva to litmus paper. It turns red. 
But it has been proved that when it 
comes to testing saliva, the use of litmus 
paper, while a simple, easily used meas- 
ure, is often a directly misleading one. 

AS @mater of fact, with all of the 
fluids to which these tests are applied, 
all the procedures commonly used be- 
cause of their simpleness give results 
which are erroneous and misleading at 
times.

Whenever 
any substance is taken which add& to 
the sum total of acid or alkall somewhere 
in the economy, some organ must do 
some compensatory work in order to re- 
establish the normal! balance.

STOCK DIVIDENDS AND TAXES. 


Chicago, April 9.—The letter of J. Tier- 
ney in today’s TRIBUNE leads me to try 
to explain to him the nature of a stock 
dividend. If he and I were joint own- 
ers of an apple and wished to eat it, 
we might cut it in two portions and each 
take a half. However, we might cut 
the apple into four equal portions and 
‘@ach take two quarters. The latter 
course would represent in a crude way 
a stock dividend. Capital stock repre- 
sents Ownership of property or business, 
or both. Assuming a corporation wit 
issued capital stock of $1,000,000 and a 
surplus of $508000;: if the surplus 
should be -distributed among the etock- 
holders in the form of a stock dividend, 
each stockholder would then have 50 
per cent more than formerly in number 
of shares, but instead of owning (in the 
case of a man originally holding 100 
ishares) 100-10,000 of the assets of the 
company, after the stock dividend he 
would own 150-15,000 of such assets. In 
other words, he would be in the same 
position as formerlyy and not 1 cent 
better off.

OT many anglers are fortunate 
enough to get a crack at fishing 
for the typical rainbow trout, |! 
Salmo irideus, as it is found 

in the small brooks of the mountains 
in California from the Klamath river 
to San Luis Rey in San Diego county.
